Not everyone will agree entirely with Con- 
gressman Dewey ot Illinois, who described the 
government's action as "savoring strongly of 
gestapo methods." but many will feel that 
anything so drastic has wide Implications. 

There"Is"no"liaed'to'go"Into'an"the"dctallHr 
because details eloiided in the haze of our 
national bureaucracy are so conlllctlng and 
confusing that no one knows what the score 
l3 from one day to another. 

The principal Lssuos involved arc sufficient 
to establish conclusions. In a nutshell, tli? 
entire dispute centered around Montgomery 
Ward and company refusing to comply with 
directives by the war labor board that the 
company extend n contract with a CIO union 
pending further determination of the union's 
claim to majority representation. 

The inference to be draWn from the gov- 
ernment's action against the company Is that 
Montgomery Ward is obstructing the war ef- 
fort. A more logical conclusion would bo that 
It'fl Just another manifestation of the new 
deal administration's policy of kow-towing to 
the labor leaders. 

Montgomery Ward, the company points 
out. la not engaged in war work and for that 
reason la not subject to some or the wartime 
directives applying to essential industries. 

Looking at the whole affair from another 
angle, all will agree that if there is anything 
vital In this war, it's coal. And keeping the 
coal mines In operation ts highly Important. 
But John .li. Lewis, head of the United Mine 
Workers of Atncrloa. has hafl no hesitancy In 
defying the government from the President 
on down, tying up the mines whenever he 
sees fit, and receiving scarcely so much as (i 
personal reprimand from the nation's chief 
executive. 

- Just by the way of drawing a comparison to 
Illustrate the point, let's pose this question: 

Would the government consider taking over 
a union, as It takes over one of the count^yls 
biggest businesses, and would It ever go so far 
as to havs-eoldlers haul John L. Lewis out of 
his office bodily? -'- - 

Unless the answer is a definite "yes" in the 
minds of the American people, then some- 
thing Is decidedly wrong In the workings of 
our democracy.
